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of  the  Act;  and  further,  tliere  is  every  reason  for  supposing  that,  but 
for  accident,  it  would  never  have  been  accounted  for,  or  at  all  events 
its  appropriation  had  a  tendency  to  encourage  profusion,  by  leaving 
the  money  regularly  assigned  to  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  irregularly 
applied,  open  to  other  uses.  We  must  remark,  moreover,  that  the 
very  nature  of  the  fund  should  have  forbad  any  questionable  liberties. 
It  was  dedicated  to  the  demands  of  justice ;  and  the  disposal  of  it, 
while  the  shadow  of  a  claim  could  by  possibility  lie  upon  it,  should 
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Party  is  the  madoess  of  many  for  the  gein  of  s  few.*— PoFS< 


THE  MISAPPLICATION. 

In  1825  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  came  down  to  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  drew  a  piteous  description  of  the  King’s  lodgings, 
which  affected  the  Representatives  of  the  People  with  a  tender 
sympathy,  and  opened  their  hearts  to  brick  and  mortar.  The  Right 
Honourable  Gentleman  represented  Carlton  House  as  in  such  a  state, 
that  whenever  hjs  Majesty  received  company,  it  was  necessary  to 
support  the  apartments  with  temporary  props;  while  the  only  other 
Royal  residence  in  London,  Buckingham  House,  said  he,  emphatically, 
is  ^^detpemte  dirty,***  Between  the  infirmities  of  the  one  abode  and 
the  desperation  of  the  other,  bis  Majesty  being  thus  disagreeably 
circumstanced,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  moved  for  a  bill 
rendering  the  Crown  Lands  available  for  the  repair  and  improvement 
of  Buckingham  Palace,  the  expenses  of  which  he  would  admit 
mg,ht  not  be  leu  than  200,000/.”  Parliament  on  the  strength  of  this 
representation  passed  the  Bill,  and  the  revenues  of  the  Woods  and 
Forests  became  charged  with  the  cost  of  the  alterations,  to  an  unde¬ 
fined  amount  certainly,  because  Parliament  doubtless  relied  on  the 
statement  of  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman,  that  the  expenses 
night  not  be  less  than  200,000/.,  and  inferred  thence  that  they  were 
decidedly  not  to  exceed  that  sura.  It  came  to  pass,  however,  that  the 
house  outgrew  its  means,  and  the  Woods  and  Forests,  at  the  rate  of 
70,000/.  a-year,  proved  inadequate  to  its  quick  demands;  in > this 
strait.  Ministers  looked  about  them  for  resource,  and  took  pattern  by 
Mr  Huntingdon.  That  godly  example,  when  in  great  lack  of  a  change 
of  linen,  invoked  the  drapery  of  heaven,  ‘‘and  lol”  said  lie,  after 
ny  prayers,  I  found  a  miraculous  store  of  linen  hanging  out  on  a 
hedge.”  This  timely  supply  he  was  pleased  to  style  a  Godsend, 
tracing  it  from  the  hedge  not  to  the  nearest  laundry,  but  to  tlie  hand 
of  Providehce.  In  like  manner  Ministers,  in  want  of  present  means 
for  their  master’s  house,  espied  a  sum  of  half  a  million,  first  applicable 
by  treaty  to  the  satisfaction  of  British  claims  on  France,  and  these 
liquidated,  the  surplus  applicable  by  Act  of  Pariiament  to  public 
purposes.  This  sum  was  at  once  seen  to  be  a  Godsend.  The  pious 
Huntingdon  could  not  have  more  clearly  perceived  the  divine  nature 
o^the  resource  than  did  our  Liverpool,  Canning,  fcc. ;  and  half  of  it, 
that  is,  a  quarter  of  a  million,  was  made  over  to  the  exigencies  of 


surely  have  been  scrupulously  abstained  from 
where  there  is  the  adjudication,  seems  a  sutficiently  delicate  matter; 
but  to  give  the  enjoyment  of  the  reversion  in  anticipation  of  the  right 
to  it,  is  a  proceeding  of  a  more  ugly  character.  Justice  doubtless 
would  have  been  done  in  any  case,  but  the  appearance  of  motives  for 
injustice  should  be  avoided. 

To  the  pretence  that  the  money  was  lent,  we  thiuk  it  unnecessary 
to  glance.  One  flimsy  ingredient  in  the  apologetic  argument  we 
observe  is,  that  it  was  not  raised  in  this  country !  No,  but  it  was 
paid  over  to  this  country  in  compensation  for  the  loss  of  capital 
raised  in  this  country,  and  belonging,  not  to  the  British  Crown,  but 
to  British  subjects. 

Much  has  been  said  of  the  characters  of  the  Ministers  committed 
in  this  affkir,  and  the  argument  ad  muericordiam  has  been  put  in  every 
form  of  which  the  occasion  was  susceptible ;  the  changes  of  appeals 
to  confidence  or  forbearance  having  been  ruog  on  the  names  of 
Canning,  Liverpool,  and  Goderich,  a  regard  for  some  one  of  whom  is 
to  be  found  in  every  rank  and  file  in  the  House.  What  these  parties 
thought  of  the  quality  of  the  action  under  discussion,  it  it  vain  now  to 
inquire;  but  we  are  inclined  to  attribute  the  commission  of  it  to  that 
which  must  always  be  a  cause  of  weakness  or  worse  in  our  state-* 
the  desire  to  please,  oay,  the  necessity  of  pleasing  a  Master,  whose 
pleuurs  may  not  always  lie  in  a  direction  rsconcileable  with  the  strict 
course  of  duty.  Ministers  must  humour,  or  lose  their  favour,  their 
objects,  and  their  places.  The  King  of  England  delegates  his  power 
to  his  Ministers,  and  has  little  to  do  but  to  be  magnificent  and  happy 
for  the  honour  of  the  country.  Willi  the  credit  or  disoredit  of  affaire 
of  business  he  is  in  no  way  identified ;  and  consequently,  when  uo<* 
lucky  occasion  arises,  a  gratification  will  be  grasp^  at  the  coat  of 
any  subsequent  opinion  which  may  attacli  to  the  ministers  to  it. 

We. subjoin  the  following  excellent  remarks  of  the  Chromcie  on 
Mr  Peel’s  jesuitical  defence  of  the  Job : — 

*<  If  blame  attached  anywhere,  he  said  it  was  to  the  House  of  Com* 
mons,  which,  of  all  parties,  ought  to  be  most  reluctant  in  arriving  at  a  con¬ 
demnation  of  others,”  And  how  did  be  show  this  ?  When  out  of  the 
sum  obtained  as  an  indemnity  oue  mUlion  was  appropriated  by  the 
Crown  without  the  interference  of  Pirliameot,  as  a  reward  to  the  British 
Army,  this  subject  was  brought  under  the  consideratioa  of  the  Houie  by 
the  eminent  Mcanber  for  Koareaborough  (Sir  J.  Mackintoah)  wh.n  moved 
several  Reaolutians  distinctly  referring  to  the  power  of  the  (kown  to  appro¬ 
priate  money  withont  the  consent  of  Parliament,  u  having  •  a  tendency  tm 
impair  the  value  of  the  exclusive  privilege  of  the  Commons  House  of 
Parliament  to  grant  Supplies  to  the  Crown,’  Mr  Canning  and  T^rd  liver*, 
pool  well  knew  that  these  Resolutions  had  been  rejected  by  the  carryiiw 
the  previoni  question ;  and  yet  the  Houseof  Commons,  after  eoming  to  such 
1  decision,  now  turn  round  on  Mr  Canning  and  Lard  Liverpool,  and.  wenld . 
inflict  a  public  censure  upon  them  for  doin|^  that  which  it  wu  vnlad  they 
bad  a  perfect  right  to  do.”  This  b  a  counterpart  to  the  alery  of  the  Devil 
in  the  Legend,  tempting  n  man  to  mn,  nnd  then  upbnidii^  him  fbr  having 
thereby  eut  himself  e#  ffcm  nil  hepe  of  snlvation.  Ministers  having  suc¬

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THE  REV.  EDWARD  IRVING’S  LETTER  TO  THE  KING. 

Along  with  Learned  Pigs,  Literary  Canary-birds,  Fire-eaten,  and 
other  shilling-marvels,  there  may  live  the  remembrance  of  the  Reverend 
Edward  Irving,  who  was  once  a  pof:^ar  public  performer,  aod 
drew  prodigious  houses  to  the  Caledonian  in  Hatton  earden.  The 
last  act  by  which  this  person  distinguished  himself,  if  we  recollect 
right,  was  the  tender  of  his  watch  to  pawn  for  the  support  of  t  charity. 
He  has  just  been  putting  forth  fresh  and  kindred  claims  to  celebrity, 
in  a  letter  to  the  King  on  the  repeal  of  the  Test  Acts,  commencing  in 
this  impressive  strain; — 

**  SiRt.—* Nothing  but  the  deepest  conviction  of  the  eitreme  peril  iu 
whirh  the  kingdom  at  present  standetb,  and  that  vour  Majesty  is  the  only 
person  who  hath  power  to  avert  the  danger,  woald  justify  your  Majesty’s 
faithful  subject  in  thus  trespassing  upon  that  mo$t  pneioui  time,  which 
should  be  spared  bp  every  one,  for  the  royal  functions  unto  which  Qod 
hath  set  it  apart** 

Here  we  natuf^y  pause  to  consider  the  royal  functions  for  which 
Ood  has  set  apart  his  Majesty’s  time,  and  our  minds  run  over  the 
divine  ordinations  of  drawing-rooms,  levees,  and  fishing;  which  last, 
we  must  observe  by  the  way,  is  an  apostolic  occupation.  Having 
dwelt  some  space  on  tbs  sacred  uses  of  the  King’s  time,  we  resume 
the  text — 

**  The  extreme  peril  to  which  I  refer,  and  which  moveth  me,  though  most 
unwilling,  and  inapt  to  afftini  of  state,  to  step  out  of  roy  ordinary  sphere,  in 
the  duty  I  owe  to  vour  Majesty,  and  the  love  1  bear  to  the  Consliiatioti, 
both  of  Uburcli  and  State,  will  inevitably  and  at  once  arise  to  the  kingdom, 
if  the  Rill  now  pending  in  Parliament,  on  the  subject  of  the  Test  and  Cor¬ 
poration  Acts,  should,  in  its  present  form,  pass  into  a  law :  for  that  Bill 
doth  open  ofiices  of  trust,  offices  of  magistracf,  offices  of  judgment,  and 
offices  of  legisladon.  unto  men  who  profess  no  faith  in  God,  nor  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  by  wlnnn  kings  reign,  and  princes  decree  justice.  And  if  your 
Majesty  should  sanction  such  a  Bill  by  your  royal  assent,  you  will  thereby 
do  an  act  never  yet  done  by  a  Christian  prince,  and  effectually,  as  I  shall 
show,  sign  away  the  charter  ef  this  kingdom,  as  a  Christian  kingdom.*’ 

At  this  hour  we  have  the  dreadful  reflection  that  the  contemplated 
mischief  has  been  consummated,  the  charter  has  been  signed  away, 
and  donsequently  the  kingdom  is  no  longer  Christian.  Good  lack ! 

Mr  Irving  tlien  admonislies  tlie  King  that  be  holds  the  Crown 
directly  from  Christ,  whose  Lieutenant  he  is.  This  be  declares  with- 
ont  any  apprehension  of  piquing  his  Majesty. 

**  For  your  Majesty’s  piety  and  duty  unto  Christ  and  his  Church  is  too 
well  known  to  make  any  of  your  subiects  apprehend  doing  your  Majesty 
offence,  by  sJ^iog,  that  you  are  only  the  lieutenant  of  Christ,  the  King  of 
kings,  in  and  over  all  your  wide  dominions.” 

He  next  shows  that  the  first  allegiance  is  due  to  the  superior  power, 
and  argues — 

**  There  ought  surely  to  be  made  a  declaration  unto  the  name,  and  an 
oath  of  obedience  taken  unto  the  highest  person  of  all,  which  is  Christ; 
nnlets  ws  are  from  henceforth  to  constitute  your  Majesty  independent  o/ 
Christ,  Lord  in  yout  proper  right,  and  not  by  vicegerency  from  God,  which 
would  destroy  the  ground  of  alt  Christian  government ;  or,  upon  the  other 
hand,  to  ailegt,  as  soma  most  nnconstitutionaliy  do  allege,  that  your  Majesty 
dsrivath  your  right  from  the  people,  and  is  responsibls  to  the  people** 

From  thii  it  would  certainly  appear,  that  our  King  had  been  playing 
the  part  of  Don  Miguel,  and  aupertediiig  Uie  superior  authority.  As 
for  the  unconstitutional  doctrine,  that  his  Majesty  derives  hit  right 
from  the  people,  Mr  Irving  (reals  it  throughout  as  a  most  lewd  notion, 
and  reminds  his  Majesty  how  his  father,  of  blessed  memory,  was 
mightily  stirred  op  to  resist  iku  imotntkm  of  the  DevU,  when  it  was 
adopted  by  a  aeigtibooring  nation-^ 

^  Aad  when  iaMeltty  arose  at  the  French  Revolution,  to  constitute 
another  meaetiaos /orm  ^ power,  wkteh  ie  power  derived  from  the  people 
and  not  from  Christ,  and  koldea  for  the  people  aod  not  for  Chriel,  yoor 
Majesty’s  father,  of  beloved  BMinory,  wu  atirred  up  by  Ood,  mightily  to 
’i^natind  this  invention  of  the  Devil.” 

The  author  warns  the  Kii^  that  some  signal  judgment  will  attend 
the  disturbance  of  the  Test  Laws —

««  But  be  aaaured,  most  bonoaied  and  hclovyd  King,  that  God  would  not 
fill  to  avenge  himself  upon  the  kingdom  which  should,  from  such  a  height, 
deeeeod,  of  its  own  accord,  into  each  hnpicty  and  infidelity.”

I  do  lift  rt  up,  in  iu  strength,  and  cry  aloud  with  solemn  in v^tion 
to  your  Majesty,  to  our  Royal  Princes,  to  our  Noble  Peers,  and  Honourable 
Commons,  and  to  all  the  people,  and  in  solemn  protestation  against  such  an 
awful  act,  do  warn  all  of  the  tearful  wrath  and  judgment  of  God,  which  will 
alight  upon  the  head  of  a  nation,  which,  being  lifted  up  to  heaven  and 
exalted  to  all  but  almighty  power,  hath,  to  her  wantonness,  and  pride*  and 
boastfulness,  thrown  off  the  authority  of  God,  and  worshipped  human 
wisdom,  rather  than  Christ.  Surely  such  a  nation  shall  be  cast  to  the 
ground,  be  brought  unto  the  ashes  upon  the  earth,  and  made  a  terror  unto 
men.” 

Alas !  the  judgment  has  already  fallen  upon  our  guilty  State.  Who 
can  fail  to  perceive,  in  the  ejection  of  Huskisson,  Dudley,  and  Grant 
from  the'  Ministry,  the  marks  of  divine  vengeance?  * 

The  reasonable  person,  whose  words  we  are  quoting,  observes— 

”  Your  Majesty  being  well  versed  in  the  annals  of  this  kingdom,  do 
know  how  forward  we  stood  in  our  testimony  against  the  Papacy,  whi( 
had  committed  the  enormity  of  putting  the  King  under  the  Church,  instead 
of  putting  him  noder  Christ  the  bead  of  the  Clinrch,  and  had  asserted  that 
the  priest  might  rule  the  King.” 

And  then  this  consistent  gentleman  argues  that  the  King  holds  his 
authority  from  the  Church  ?  This  he  propounds  in  a  galamathias  of 
nonsense.  His  starched  declaration  or  a  potentiality  of  facetiousoess 
is  droll  enough — 

Concerning  the  Declaration  which  it  is  proposed  to  substitute  in  the 
room  of  the  Holy  Sacrament,  and  upon  the  validity  and  sufficiency  of  which 
there  seems  to  be  so  much  consent,  I  know  not  whether  to  laugh  at  the 
folly  and  futility,  or  to  grieve  over  the  solecisms,  errors,  and  evils  which  are 
contained  under  it.  But  that  these  words  are  indited  unto  your  Majesty, 
and  for  your  Majesty* s  eye  intended,  if  it  should  please  Ood  so  hiphly  to 
honour  them,  I  could  not  refrain  from  the  m^d  and  language  of  ridicule, 
which  this  Declaration  naturally  produceth  in  a  mind  conversant  with 
THE  PRINCIPLES  OF  THE  Churcii  AND  OF  THE  Statb.  'That  the  Christian 
Religion  is  the  basis  on  which  all  our  institutions  rest,  is  manifest  both  from 
the  acts  of  worship  with  which  every  session  of  the  kingdom  proceedeth ; 
the  name  of  the  blessed  Trinity  in  wnich  the  forms  of  law  and  even  mer¬ 
chandize  run;  by  the  administration  of  oaths;  and  here  in  England  by  the 
kissing  of  the  Gospel.  It  is  not  that  the  Christian  Religion  is  patronized 
by  the  State;  but  that  the  Christian  Religion  is  the  ground  and  basis  of  the 
State.  Now,  the  Church  is  the  sacred  keeper  of  the  Christian  verity,  tke 
pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.  There  cannot  be  a  Christian  Religion 
without  the  Church  ;  and  if  the  State  acknowledges  the  Christian  Religion 
as  the  ground  of  its  communion,  it  doth,  in  the  same  breath,  acknowl^ge 
the  Church  alto  ;  and  in  acknowledging  the  Church,  your  Majesty  doth 
receive  your  dignity  of  exercising  rule,  iu  the  name  of  Christ,  over  the 
members  of  Christ,  together  with  the  inheritance  in  God’s  providence  which 
is  promised  to  kings  that  rule  in  his  fear.  It  is  Christ’s  authority  in  the 
Charch,  therefore,  which  makes  your  Majesty  to  differ  from  an  arbitrtr?, 
or  rather  I  should  say  saerilegious.  king,  who  sets  up  an  authority  of  his 
own  upon  the  earth.  These,  and  all  the  other  dignities  and  blessings  of  a 
godly  Prince,  come  from  the  Church,  as  she  it  the  Church  of  Christ,  and 
not  as  she  it  the'  Church  of  England,  or  the  Charch  of  Scotland.” 

It  would  puzile  Mr  Irving’s  wild  brain  to  show  how  iliis  diffen 
from  his  own  description  of  “  the  enormity  of  Papacy,”  except  inas¬ 
much  as  the  one  Church  is  Catholic,  the  other  Protestant,  each  of 
course  cilling  and  esteeming  itself  the  irtst  Church  of  Cbr’tsL  As  the 
vtrilabU  Amphitryon  is  he  with  whom  one  dines,  so  the  trw  Church 
is  that  to  which  we  conform. 

As  we  should  expect  Mr  Irving,  if  skilled  in  anything  under  the  suo, 
to  be  skilled  in  metaphors,  we  are  surprised  to  find  him  making  tl^ 
Charch  the  ground  of  the  Christian  truik.  Does  he  not  remark,  that  it 
it  a  cooditfon  of  aU  fabrics  to  conceal  Uteir  foundations.  The  Church 
indeed  is  perfocUy  visible.  Were  Mr  Irving’s  brain  not  so  extra 
ordinarily  addled,  he  would  see  that  the  truth  of  the  Christian  Religion 
must  not  be  supposed  to  need  any  basis — that  it  must  have  exist^ 
before  its  Church,  and  would  necessarily  continue  to  exist  without  it. 
The  newspapers  heralded  the  fact,  that  Mr  Irving  had  offered  htf 
watch  in  pawn  for  a  charity,  but  the  newspapers  are  not  the  pillar  and 
the  ground  of  this  watch-pawning  verity.  Fictions  have  their  only 
foundation  in  their  expositions ;  but  truths  are  in  themselves  a  bssii. 
There  might  be  some  meaning  in  saying  that  tiie  Church  was  built  on 
the  truths  of  Christianity ;  but  it  is  stark  nonsense  to  describe  the 
truth  of  Christianity  as  resting  on  the  Church. 

We  have  given  so  mffdi  of  our  space  to  this -wretched  jargon  m 
order  to  show,  in  an  extreme  case,  wo  admit,  the  monstrously 
ehievoas  tendency  of  fanaticism.  Mr  Irving’s  fbUy  is  oe  a  large  ec^t 
but  he  has  yet  too  many  minor  resemblances  in  tiM  ranks  of  die  Saints 
—men  who,  in  tjte  name  of  God,  would  make  earth  a  hell. 

There  is  nothing  more  striking  in  these  persons  than  the  uttsr 
absence  of  that  charity  which  should  be  the  essence,  as  h  is  the  glo^ 
of  their  fslih.  They  bring  the  persecuting  sph It  of  Mahomet  to 
relWon  of  Christ — they  turn  the  sinner  from  his  wicMdness  *'9 
euM  and  tnathemaiy  delighting  to  paint  the  joyf  of  heaven  to  nil 
#ye,  while  they  point  the  way  to  htU  fqt  his  path ;  and  When 
OQ  MlrtUoPi  geoeratt  despair,  Their  m  for  ft^gion  ii « 
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aoimositT  tgrainst  ihose  who  fail  to  obserre  its  outwd  obse^nces ; 
their  love  of  God  is  hate  of  man ;  they  speak  the  word  of  Christ  from 
the  heart  of  Judas,  and  preach  humility  with  the  bloated  insolence  of 
priestly  pride.  To  such  minds  the  pleasures  of  Paradise  would  surely 
consist  in  seeinji^  the  torments  of  hell.  Their  polemics  are  conducted 
with  as  little  regard  to  reason  as  to  dwency ;  like  a  savage  but  stupid 
animal,  they  shut  their  eyes  when  they  rush  to  the  attack,  and,  encou¬ 
raged  by  tlie  darkness  they  have  made  for  themselves,  run  a-muck, 
bellow,  and  strike  up  the  dirt  and  gore  with  the  Only  weapon  with 
which  their  heads  are  provided.  Such  men  have  in  all  ages  injured 
the  causv*  of  religion,  and  proved  the  pests  of  the  world.

Will  tlie  Rev.  S  Smith  (not  to  detain  you  any  longer)  condescend  to 
draw  up  a  list  of  peculiarities  observable  in  all  events  termed  *  Visitations 
of  Providence,'  so  that  we  may  the  more  easily  perceive,  on  comparing 
any  future  event  therewith,  whether  Providence  bad  any  hand  in  it  or  not! 

**  Much  unprofitable  speculation  will  thus  be  spared  as  to  the  probable 
motives  and  ends  of  Providence  ;  and  all  quiet  people  like  myself  will,  on 
all  occasions  that  the  hand  of  Providence  may  thus  be  distinguished,  con¬ 
sole  ourselves  with  the  idea  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  ak  to  his  agency, 
and  therefore  say  nothing.'* 

The  rule  seems  to  be  briefly  this — 

When  a  theatre  falls  down,  it  is  the  hand  of  God  which  smites  the 
ungodly. 

When  a  chapel  falls  down,  the  accident  arises  from  some  imper¬ 
fection  in  the  structure,  from  the  rottenness  of  a  beam,  or  causes  best 
eiplained  by  carpenters  or  masons. 

If  the  divine  agency  is  however  insisted  upon  in  accordance  with 
the  sentiment  that  **  there  is  a  special  providence  even  in  the  fall  of  a 
sparrow,”  then  the  rule  is  this — 

When  people  are  crushed  to  death  in  a  theatre,  it  is  a  sign  of  ven¬ 
geance,  and  their  souls  are  hastened  to  Hades. 

When  people  are  crushed  to  death  in  a  chapel,  it  is  a  sign  of 
divine  favour,  which  with  impatient  love  speeds  them  suddenly  to  the 
joys  of  Paradise.  _ \ _ 

CASE  OF  MR  LECESNE. 

TO  JAMES  MCQUEEN,  ESQ.  EDITOR  OP  THE  GLASOOW  COURIER. 

London,  June  \3th,  1828. 

Sir, — Although  I  am  aware  that  the  defence  of  the  Colonies,  for  which 
you  have  been  so  liberally  retained,  embraces,  among  its  multifarious  sub¬

appeared  under  your  name  in  the  last  Number  of  Blackwood**  Magazine, 
It  is  not  my  intention,  in  now  addressing  you,  to  enter  at  lar^e  into  the 
diKuuion  of  the  subject  at  issue  between  myself  and  the  Colonial  Autho- 
imies;  for,  among  my  many  calamities,  I  thank  God  it  is  not  my  misfor¬ 
tune  to  be  amenable  to  such  a  tribunal.  My  object  is  to  put  the  public  in

You  aver  that  the  note  which  I  wrote  as  a  Member  of  the  Committee 
conducting  the  general  petition  to  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Jamaica  in 
1823,  was  signed  by  me  in  the  character,  as  its  matter  but  too  ci  earlt 
POINTED  OUT,  COMMANDER  IN  CHIEF  and  this  coDclusion  you  draw 
from  my  adding  to  my  name  the  letters  G.  C.  Now  I  am  willing  that  the 
fair  inference  from  the  addition  made  to  my  signature,  whether  Cg.  Ctte., 
which  it  really  was,  or  C.  C.  simply  written,  shall  be  drawn  on  the  grounds 
on  which  you  put  it,  namely,  the  contents  of  the  letter  itself;  and  1  aflirm, 
that  it  is  impossible  for  any  man  whose  senses  are  not  absolutely  iJiotized 
by  prejudice  and  partiality,  to  arrive  at  the  ridiculous  conclusions  to  which 
my  accusers  have  come.  I  now  subjoine  the  letter  to  speak  for  itself ;  for 
I  feel  assured  you  have  never  seen  it ;  because,  notwithstanding  your 
parade  of  an  apparently  minute  acquaintance  with  the  subject,  the  very 
fact  of  your  erroneous  spelling  of  my  name  evinces  clearly  that  you  are 
acquainted  neither  with  the  contents  of  the  letter,  nor  with  its  signature.

If  they  should  be  to  disposed,  1  beg  you  will  forward  me  a  list  of 
their  names,  and  the  sums  each  may  be  wishful  to  contribute.  By  so 
doing,  you  will  oblige.

**  P.S.^Excuse  the  trouble  I  might  give,  by  requesting  you  to  ask  none 
in  your  society,  but  such  as  are  natives  of  diis  island,  aliens  being  ex¬ 
cluded  from  the  petition.*' 

That  this  communication,  so  unsusceptible  of  misinterpretation,  h&d 
reference  only  to  my  functions  as  one  of  the  Collecting  Committee,  or  as  * 
the  note  expresses  it,  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  collect  subscriptions  in 
aid  of  the  petition  to  the  Local  Legislature,  will  be  satisfactorily  proved  by 
persons  whose  character  for  honour  and  integrity  will  command  respect  to 
their  testimony,  even  from  such  men  as  yourself.  The  charge  of  fraud, 
therefore,  in  the  alteration  of  the  document,  will  revert,  by  abundant 
proof,  to  those  who  feel  the  weight  of  their  accusations  of  treason  en- 
nanced  by  so  flimsy  an  artifice  as  erasing  the  letters  g  and  tte,  in  order  to 
draw  from  the  solitary  letters  C.  C.  the  preposterously  absurd  interprets-  ' 
tion  of  my  assuming  the  title  of  Commander-in-Ohief.  1  shall  not  advert  to 
the  other  garbled  statements  in  your  letter  in  Blackwood**  Magazine,  If 
you  have  not  seen  the  documents,  as  I  believe  you  have  not,  your  confi¬ 
dent  assertions  as  to  their  character  and  contents  are  most  unju8ti6able. 

'Hiere  is,  hovrever,  one  other  observation  which  I  would  here  make,  and 
that  is,  that  the  sentiments  which  yon  assume  as  those  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
Jamaica  on  the  question  respecting  myself,  have  no  prevalence  among 
them.  I  may  safely  assert,  that  by  far  the  greater  number,  and  that  the 
more  respectable  part  of  the  community,  view  mj  accusers  with  very  dif¬ 
ferent  feelings  from  yours.  I  cannot  admit  the  supposition  to  which  your 
writings  would  lead,  that  they  have  been  so  strangely  deluded  as  to  be 
incapable  of  distinguishing  **  truth  from  falsehood,  justice  from  oppression, 
or  common  sense  from  the  grossest  absurdity." 

No  one  acquainted  with  the  witnesses  on  both  sides  would  attach,  as 
you  do,  any  value  to  the  evidence  of  a  Frenchman  produced  to  prove  my 
birth  in  1796,  who  is  stated  by  you  to  have  lived  opposite  my  father^ 
house  in  Port-au-Prince  (a  fact  which,  however,  is  not  in  evidence) ;  when 
it  appears,  by  t  reference  to  the  police  record  of  Kingston,  that  that  French¬ 
man  swore  be  had  resided,  not  at  Port-au-Prince,  but  at  Jeremie,  for  three 
years  preceding  hit  departure  from  St  Domingo,  in  October  1798,  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  200  miles  from  Port-au-dPrjnce  ;  and  that,  at  another  time,  ha 
described  himself  as  an  Officer  serving  in  thd  War  of  the  Revolution,  from  . 
1794  to  1798.  As  either  by  hii  three  yetra  residence  in  Jeremie,  or  by 
the  continual  change  of  place  to  which  ne  was  compelled  by  his  military 
duties,  he  Conld  have  been  little  cognizant  of  any  bccurrencet  in  Port-au- 
Prince  ;  to  meet  this  apparent  disermnev,  he  unhesitatingly,  in  his  exami¬ 
nation  before  the  Commissioners  ofT^gal  Enquiiy,  fixes  my  birth  in  1704, 
in  contradiction  to  the  date  of  the  yaar  1796,  which  the  Colonial  Goveru- 
ment  sought  to  assign  to  it ;  by  which  contradiction  he  destroys  at  once  the  . 
testimony  of  the  single  witness  who  yentured  to  £x  precisely  my  supposed 
brrthlnl796.  7  7  FT 

There  is  also  a  very  convenient  inconsistency,  of  which  I  perceive  you 
are  guilty.  You  argue  on  principle  against  the  legislative  admission  of 
slave  evidence  in  the  Colonies,  as  laying  innocent  persons  open  to  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  criminal  convictions  by  meant  of  unprincipled  witnesses  ;  but  when  * 

I  became  the  sufferer  from  charges  mppoilsd  only  by  ssch  witnesses, 
who  testifled  sgSHnst  me  withodt  the  sanclron  of  the  law  for  their  adbiission^ 
you  readily  a^uqa  such  evidence  in  my  case  as  satisfactory,  though  the 
aflect  has  been  banishment  from  oty  couoUy  without  trisl,  and  coodemna-  ^ 
don  without  hearing,  or  being  confronted  with  mj  accuaers,  or  beiog 
beard  in  my  ^fepce. 

I  wQuId  ditmiaa  my  controveny  with  you  here,  but  there  is  one  o^her 
erroneous  remark  of  yturt  which  1  consioer  it  nacettsry  to  correct*  The 
decision  of  the  Oovelnment  on  the  isne  of  birth  bu  not  transplfed ;  but  It  * 
aeems  a  rational  pMninption,  that  the  legal  advioerf  of  the  Crown  bad 
fotmad  tbtir  eptqW^-uoMwIbupfSVfufeotuil  Mrth  Hi  St  Domini,  but  * 
merely  on  the  by^thetieal  aasomption  of  snch  a  fact ;  btetuse  they  relt  that 
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cirea.if  the  evidence  of  birth  im  Jamaica  was  as  ansatitfactory  as  the  Local 
Government  ivould  contend  it  is,  yet  that  even  this  would  not  render  me 
amenable  to  the  penalties  of  the  Alien  Law,  because,  being  shewn  to  be  boro 
in  Port'SU-Prince,  while  the  British  forces  held  military  possession  of  that  part 
of  St  Domingo,  then,  according  to  the  view  of  the  case  taken  by  the  Crown 
Lawyers  of  Jamaica  themselves,  I  became  legally  a  subject  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain.  Nor  is  this  conclusion  strained  to  meet  my  particular  caM  ; 
Ibr,  independent  of  cases  so  decided  in  England,  the  principle  in  question 


Lahtte's  children ;  and  more  recently,  to  one  in  favour  of  Monsieur  Joseph 
Breaud.  The  following  are  the  very  words  of  Mr  Attorney-General 
Burge,  on  the  subject  of  the  last-mentioned  case.  “  A  person  so  born/’  says 
this  Jamaica  lawyer,  **  is  not  an  alien,  but  a  subject  born  to  his  Majesty 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  as  such  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  Bn 
tish  subject.”  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  your  captiousness  will  not  induce  you 
to  object  to  your  own  authority,  because  it  is  Mr  Biirge!s  failing,  for  the 
purposes  of  oppression^  to  strain  at  a  goat  and  swallowicamels.”

^  Sin, ^Having  seen  in  Tfie  Examiner  of  this  morning  a  paragraph  evi¬ 
dently  referring  to  a  recent  transaction  between  my  friend  Mr  Emerson  and 
Mr  Blackwood  of  Edinburgh,  which  is  in  some  degree  inaccurate,  I  take  the 
liberty,  as  having  accompanied  Mr  E.  on  that  occasion,  to  state  to  yOu 
briefly  the  particulars  of  the  affair,  chiefly  to  prevent  these  inaccnracies 
affording  any  handle  for  future  etudied  misrepresentations  of  the  truth. 

**  On  Monday  the  12th  May,  Mr  £.  waited  on  Mr  B.'at  the  Somerset,^ 
not,  as  stated  in  your  paragraph,  the  Hungerford,— coffee-house,  and  on 
that  person’s  making  his  appearance,  informed  him  that  his  visit  was 
occasioned  by  a  gross  insult  wnich  had  .been  offered  to  him  in  the  pages  of 
Mr  B.’s  Magazine ;  that  the  attack,  taken  altogether,  was  beneath  con¬ 
tempt,  but  that  the  charge  of  direct  faleekood  contained  in  it  could  not 
pouibly  be  overlooked ;  and  that  he  came  to  demand  of  Mr  B.  the  name 
of  the  writer  of  the  article  in  question.  Mr  B.  replied  in  a  hasty  and 
confused  manner  that  be  knew  nothing  of  Mr  E.,  and  that  auy  communica¬ 
tions  to  be  attended  to  must  be  on  paper.  To  this  Mr  £.  rejoined,  that  if 
Mr  B.  *  knew  nothing  of  him,*  he  was  the  less  warrantable  in  aspersing 
him  as  he  had  done,— that  with  him  (Mr  B.)  personally,  he  was  not  in¬ 
clined  to  hold  any  further  communication,  which  woula  indeed  be  quite 
unnecessary,  as  his  sole  obj^t  was  to  ascertain  the  name  of  the  anonymous 
calumniator;— would  Mr  B.  surrender  it ?  The  answer  was  in  the  nega¬ 
tive  ;  upon  which  Mr  £.  presented  a  horsewhip  to  Mr  Blackwood,  saying, 
that  this  was  the  appropriate  chastisement  which  he  had  provided  for  the 
libeller  himself,  if  he  had  the  manliness  to  come  forward ;  and  that  as  Mr  B. 
stood  there  as  his  representative,  and  refused  to  give  up  his  name,  Mr  £. 
required  that  he  should  consider  himself  horsewhipped  in  his  stead. 
Mr  B.  appeared  much  agitated,  and  grasped  at  the  horsewhip,  which  how¬ 
ever  Mr  £.  retained;  at  the  same  time  assuring  Mr  B.  that  he  need  be 
under  no  alarm  for  his  person,  as  he  (Mr  E  )  had  too  much  respect  for 
his  ap^e,  and  for  certain  other  prudential  considerations,  to  resort  to  any 
positive  violence.** 

[Mr  Tennent  here  subjoins  a  singularly  characteristic  correspondence 
between  himself,  Mr  Emerson,  and  Mr  ]Nackwood,  in  which  the  latter 
gentleman  wished  to  persuade  them,  that  as  he  had  not  virtually  emarted 
under  the  whip,  he  had  not  been  logically  and  bonk  6de  horsewhipped , 
and  reouiring  tnem  to  give  a  certificate  to  that  effecL  Their  answers  con¬

THEATRICAL  EXAMINER. 

Hatmarket. 

What  a  treat  it  is  to  see  a  good  comedy  well  performed  in  a  small 
theatre  I  This  treat  was  ours  on  Tuesday  at  the  Haymarket,  when 
we  attended  the  enacting  of  the  JRktaUf  for  the  purpose  of  witnessing 
two  new  performers;  the  one  Miss  F.  H.  Ksllt,  in  Je/ia,  and  the 
other  a  Mf  RaiHDAL  in  Tmlklemd,  We  bad  never  seen  either  before 
even  Mbs  Kelly,  in  her  triumphant  days  o(Juiiet,  Amateur 
ciUidtm  Imw  infonn^  ui  ihit  iIm  wm  wkudfiny  and  poiiit-de-fke| 


decorum  had  ap|gsed  us  that  she  was  «  too  warm.**  The  former 
defect  made  us^ther  despair ;  for  the  latter  quality — “  defect”  we 
cannot  call  it'— we  made  due  allowance ;  our  own  opinions  in  this 
matter  being  moulded  according  to  the  dictates  of  Dame  Nature,  who 
is  a  safe  and  graceful  monitor  in  all  cases  of  genuine  and  virtuous 
passion.  The  first  scene  in  the  piece,  in  which  Julia  and  Faikland 
meet,  is  after  their  temporary  separation  ;  and  we  quickly  perceived 
that  Miss  Kelly  had  fully  appreciated  the  beauty  of  this  charming 
character.  Her  eyes  were  intently  fixed  upon  her  lover,  and  never 
wandered  from  him  for  a  moment,  their  expression  all  the  while  being 
full  of  passion  and  tenderness.  The  chief,  and  we  may  say  almost 
only  fault  in  the  performance  was,  that  she  was  too  measured  and 
precise  in  her  dialogue,  and  so  deliberate,  that  the  effect  it  produced 
was  that  of  impatience,  as  at  an  impertinent  lecture  to  which  the 
common  rules  of  politeness  compel  one  to  listen.  Lovers,  real 
unsophisticated  lovers,  like  Julia  Mandeville,  are  not  accustomed  to 
give  utterance  to  their  eager  thoughts  with  the  sedate  precision  of  a 
second-beating  pendulum.  If  Miss  F.  H.  Kelly  will  retain  her 
intensity  of  purpose,  and  give  to  the  dialogue  more  of  the  conversa¬ 
tional  ease  and  fluency  of  real  life,  we  do  not  now  know  the  actress 
that  will  excel  her  in  this  character.  Mr  Brindal  made  the  part  of 
Falkland  highly  respectable.  To  an  actor  we  are  aware  that  this 
word  “  respectable**  is  like  the  atmosphere  of  an  ice-liouse:— well 
then,  we  have  seen  the  same  character  worse  represen ted|at  the  great 
patrician  houses;  will  this  thaw  him?  Moreover,  we  can  comfort 
him  with  the  information,  that  if  ever  he  be  advanced  to  that  peerage 
he  will  not  disgrace  hit  creation.  Farren  and  Mrs  Glover  delighted 
us  in  Sir  Anthony  and  Mrs  Malnprop;  so  much  so,  that  we  did  not 
regret  old  friends  in  the  same  parts:  we  wish,  for  their  own  sakes, 
that  we  had  not  thought  of  Johnstone  and  Bannister  while  Mr 
Power  and  Mr  Reeve  were  playing  Sir  Lucius  Acres,  Mrs 
Humby  completely  mistook  the  part  of  Lydia  Languish,  She  made  it 
mock-heroic  throughout.  Lydia  is  sentimental,  and  in  earnest  too  in 
her  sentimentality :  Mrs  Humby,  on  the  contrary,  betrayed  that  she 
appreciated  the  folly  she  was  uttering — in  short,  she  was  evidently 
quizzing  Lydia  Languish: — what  a  singular  mistake  1 

The  same  evening  the  Beggars  Opera  was  represented,  and  Miss 
Bartolozzi  performed  the  part  of  Polly,  Our  opinion  of  her  voice 
remains  unaltered;  it  is,  however,  apparent  that  she  has  hitherto 
received  but  litHe  tuition,  and  that  of  an  indifferent  quality.  It 
would  have  been  better  to  have  sung  those  airs  in  their  native  simpli¬ 
city  than  to  have  wandered,  and  with  uncertain  steps,  into  the  regions 
of  flourish,  or  ornament,  as  it  is  miscalled.  The  ornament  to  those 
melodies  is  feeling  and  simplicity — the  ornament  to  such  things  ai' 
*  Bonnets  of  blue,’  or  ‘  Td  be  a  butterfly,*,  would  be  a  horse-langlj, 
and  .in  character.  A  Mr  A..  Lee  performed.  Macheaihy  and  very 
indifferently:  from  beginning  to  end  his  countenance  was  as  fixed  as 
the  head  of  a  ship,  and  his  singing  was  little  better  in  character.  Mr 
We5T*s  Filch  is  a  squalid  blackguard  : — this  is  not  the  Filch  of  Oiv, 
but  of  the  Shilling  Gallery.  It  is  more  to  the  interest  of  this  actor  to 
pay  homage  to  the  latter,  than  to  the  memory  of  the  former— “  A 
living  dog  is  better  than  a  dead  lion.** — MrsTk\LEvniL*5MrsPeachm 
was  good  ;  Farren  and  Williams’s  Peachum  and  Lockit  excellent. 

On  Wednesday  the  Clandestine  Marriage  was  peiformed  at  the 
same  theatre.  Farren’s  Lord  Ogleby  becomes  more  and  more  rich 
and  mellow.  His  singing  the  old  French  romance  while  at  hii 
studies*'  before  the  dressing-glass,  was  a  complete  piece  of  acting* 
The  great  charm  of  this  performance  is  its  satisfactory  consistency : 
Mr  Farren  is  old  in  his  face,  old  in  his  voice,  old  in  his  legs,  and 
old  in  his  hands ;  the  real  age  of  the  actor  never  by  any  chance  peeps 
out like  Bottom^  he  is  "  translated.**  His  groan  of  satisfaction, 
while  descanting  upon  the  personal  attractions,  of  his  inamorata,  U 
worth  going  to  hear.

COALS. 

The  Marquis  of  Downshire  presented  a  petition  from  Dublin,  complain¬ 
ing  of  the  duty  on  coals,  which  had  been  increased  since  the  Union,  con¬ 
trary  to  one  of  the  clauses  of  the  Act. 

The  Duke  of  Welunotow  said  the  people  of  Ireland  should  receive 
relief  in  this  respect,  but  he  did  not  think  Dublin  had  any  great  reason  to 
complain,  nor  had  the  manufacturers  in  other  parts  of  that  country,  the 
duty  paid  by  them  being  2a  6d.,  while  in  London  it  was  7«.  6d.,  and  in 
England  and  Wales  generally,  it  wat  4a.  a  ton,  or  6a.  a  chaldron.  An  in¬ 
quiry  would  be  instituted  ioto  the  Coal  trade  next  Session. 

CLERGY  RESERVES  IN  CANADA. 

The  Earl  of  Haodinoton  presented  a  petition  from  the  Presbyterians  iu 
Lower  Canada,  relative  to  the  lands  which  had  been  set  apart  in  that  pro¬ 
vince,  under  the  name  of  the  Clergy  Reserves,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Pro¬ 
testant  Church.  The  petitioners  thought  that  their  Clergy,  as  a  Protes¬ 
tant  clergy,  were  entitled  to  a  share  in  these  lands,  and  prayed  that  a  portion 
might  be  given  to  their  clergymen  for  their  support.  At  present  many  of  the 
inhabiiants,  scattered  at  they  were  over  vast  and  wild  tracts,  were  depen¬ 
dent  for  religious  instruction  on  North  Americans,  who  were  not  very  likely 
to  instruct  the  people  in  attachment  to  their  parent  country*  His  Lordship 
coaid  not  comprehend  why  these  lands  should  be  tbe  exclusive  property  of 
one  church,  that  church  including  only  a  small  minority  of  the  inhabitants. 
Lord  Grenville,  the  author  of  the  act,  had  used  the  words  **  Protestant 
Church"  to  exclude  the  Roman  Catholics,  and  to  leave  to  his  Majesty  and 
the  legislature  the  appropriation  of  the  reserved  lands  as  they  might 
think  ht. 

The  Earl  of  Hareowby  said.  Lord  Grenville  had  distinctly  declared  to 
him  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  himself  and  the  Government  of  that  time, 
that  the  reserves  should  he  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  Church  of 
England. 

'ibe  Bishop  of  Chester  said,  that  to  deprive  the  Church  of  England  of 
tbe  reserves,  would  be  an  act  of  spoliation. 

The  Marquis  of  Lansdown  maintained  that  the  words  were  intended  to 
apply  to  the  Protestant  clergy  at  large. 

.  Earl  Bathurst  considered  the  right  of  the  Church  of  England  to  be  first, 
commanding,  and  paramount ;  but  when  the  demands  of  the  Episcopal 
Clergy  were  fairly  satisfied,  the  surplus  ought  to  be  applied  to  a  provision 
for  the  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

THE  CORN  BILL. 

The  Duke  of  Wellinotov  moved  the  third  reading.of  the  Corn  Bill. 

*  The  Marquis  of  Lansdown  objected  to  one  of  the  grounds  on  which  the 
Bill  had  been  recommended — its  being  entitled  to  be  considered  as  a  per¬ 
manent  measure.  He  thought  that  the  protection  afforded  to  the  landed 
interest  was  less  than  that  of  last  year,  when  wheat  should  be  between  52e._ 
and  58x.,  and  more  when  the  price  should  he  between  62«.  and  68*.  per 
quarter.  As  it  seemed  more  likely  that  the  price  of  wheat  would  vary 
between  52s.  and  58t.  than  between  62j.  and  68s.  per  quarter,  the  protec¬ 
tion  to  that  extent  was  less.  Occasions  might  yet  arise  when  an  influx  of 
foreign  corn  would  call  again  for  the  interference  of  the  Legislature  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  agricnltural  interest,  and  when  the  oppressive  nature  of  the  tax 
of  from  13s.  to  18s.  if  wheat  should  rise  to  prices  between  62s.  and  68s., 
would  also  require  its  interposition  on  behalf  of  the  consumers. 

The  Karl  of  Malmesbury  said  the  Bill  would  admit  Foreign  Corn  at 
60s.  and  below  ;  and  looking  at  the  operation  of  the  Bill  of  last  year,  he 
found  that  a  vast  mass  of  foreign  corn  was  poured  into  the  country  at  prices 
below  60s.  The  measure  then  would  not  give  a  remunerating  pnee. 

Lord.ELLENBOROuoH  begged  the  Noble  Marquis  to  recollect,  that  at  all 
prices  above  58s.  the  protection  was  greater  in  this  bill  than  on  that  of  last 
year,  but  at  58s.  and  below,  it  would  be  complete.  At  58s.  with  a  duty  of 
Is.  8d.  about  500,000  quarters  would  be  imported,  about  150,000  of  which 
would  be  finer,  bearing  a  higher  price  by  8s.  or  iOs. ;  but  it  was  advanta- 


felt  that  it  was  his  duty  to  take  up  a  subject  which,  in  his  opinion,  exhU 
bited  the  grossest  violations  of  public  principles  that  had  happened  £;;^c' 
tbe  Revolution.  By  the  treaty  of  Paris  1814,  it  was  stipulated  that  tbe 
Government  of  France  should  assign  a  sum  of  money  to  he  paid  into  the 
hands  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  this  country,  for  the  liquidation  of  tbe 
claims  of  British  subjects  An  act  was  passed  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  pre« 
sent  King,  to  enable  the  Commissioners  of  Woods  and  Forests  to  apply  to 
certain  purposes  the  hereditary  revenues  of  the  Crown.  By  the  Act  of  the 
4th  of  the  present  King,  these  sums  were  to  he  given  to  the  Consolidated 
Fund ;  but  as  the  Palace  called  Buckingham  House  was  then  to  be  rebuilt 
the  Commissioners  were  to  pay  70,000/.  per  annum  to  the  necessary  bmld* 
ings  at  Buckingham  House,  and  they  were  to  pay  this  70,000/.  per  year 
before  they  paid  anything  to  the  Consolidated  Fund.  He  believed  that 
about  70,000/  had  been  expended  on  the  stables  and  appurtenances  at 
Buckingham  House,  and  that  only  27,000/.  of  the  sum  taken  from  the 
revenue  of  the  Woods  and  Forests  had  been  actually  applied  to  the  buildiag 
of  the  Palace.  However  this  might  be,  the  whole  sums  to  be  applied 
to  Buckingham  House  were  to  be  taken  from  the  hereditary, revenue  of 
Woods  and  Forests.  His  Right  Hon.  Friend  opposite  had  found  himself  in 
the  unpleasant  situation  of  having  large  sums  of  money  required  from  him, 
without  having  a  shilling  to  meet  the  demaud.  The  consequence  was,  a 
meeting,  at  which  were  present,  Ixird  Liverpool,  the  late  Mr  Canning,  Lord 
Goderich,  and  the  Ri^ht  Honourable  Gentleman  now  Master  of  the  Mint. 
The  Commissioners  of  Liquidation,  Arbitration,  and  Award,  were  sent  for 
and  asked  if  there  was  not  a  something— a  godsend  as  it  were — left  out  of 
the  sum  that  had  been  voted  for  the  liquidation  of  the  British  claims  with 
respect  to  France.  It  was  found  that  there  were  about  300,000/.,  250,000/, 
of  which  were  ordered  to  be  applied  to  the  building  of  the  Palace.  After 
this  a  Treasury  Minute  was  entered,  turning  the  transaction  into  a  loan  to 
hear  interest  until  the  advances  shouhl  be  recalled ;  but  if  the  thing  had 
not  come  to  light  by  great  good  fortune,  through  the  exertions  of  the  Fioauce 
Committee,  who,  he  ehould  like  to  know,  would  ever  have  heard  anything 
about  it  ?  The  real  fact  was,  it  was  a  private  loan — a  concealed  loan— con¬ 
tracted  without  the  knowledge  of  any  one*  A  loan  !  Was  it  indeed  a 
loan  I  Had  one  shilling  ever  been  paid  back,  or  was  it  likely  one  shilling 
would  ever  be  paid  back  1  Mr  Pitt  had  been  arraigned  by  Mr  Fox  for  an 
unauthorised  application  of  public  money  :  and  notwithstanding  Mr  Pitt’i 
excuse,  that  the  country  being  at  war,  he  did  not  like  to  open  the  Councils

The  force  of  moral  circumstances,  the  force  of  freedom,  and  the 
advance  of  truth  throughout  the  world,  obliged  them  to  cleanse  their  old 
system,  and  to  adopt  a  new  one  more  in  conformity  with  the  times,  and  more 
calculated  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  this  country  and  of  the  world  at

Still  he  was  of  opinion  that  emigration,  without 
too  great  an  outlay,  might  be  productive  of  benefit  to  the  lower  classes  and 
to  some  of  the  colonies,  which  would  derive  great  advantage  from  obtaining 
a  vigorous  population  speaking  Uie  English  language. 

Mr  W.  Horton  withdrew  his  motion. 

IRISH  CHVRCH  LIVINGS. 

Sir  J.  Newport  brought  forward  his  motion  for  to  addreae  for  an  enquiry 
into  the  state  of  the  lUtablished  Church  of  Ireland,  respecting  uniooe  ef 
parishes,  pluralities  of  liviogs,  aud  provisioo  for  the  curates  offidatiof 
therein.

The  shameful  East  Retford  Job  has  subjected  the  present  Admini¬ 
stration  to  severer  terms  of  reprobation  than  have  been  applied  to  his 
Majesty’s  Government  at  any  period  since  the  iron  rule  of  Castle- 
KEAGH.  In  the  debate  of  Friday  night,  Mr  Tewiiyson  said— 

**  Some  Hon.  Members  have  professed  their  confidence  in  the  present 
Ministry,  on  account  of  the  principles  of  Constitutional  policy  they  have 
professed;  but  I  do  not  entertain  the  slightest  hope  that  thetf  wilt  pursue, 
that  line  of  conduct  Since  the  comnaeneeineot  of  tbti  Administration  they 
have  made  a  pretext  of  this  question,  In  order  that  they  might  serve  a  par¬ 
ticular  interest,  in  pursuance,  I  verily  believe,  of  a  base  and  unprincipled 
compact.” 

Mr  Stanley,  too,  one  of  the  ablest  Menibers  of  the  House,  and 
as  temperate  as  he  is  able,  took  occasion  during  the  discussion  of  the 
East  Retford  question  to  express  himself  in  these  strong  terms — 

I  will  not  say  that  previous  to  the  changes  I  had  any  confidence  in  thi 
constitution  of  the  Government ;  but  I  must  say  that  since  the  changes, 
looking  only  at  the  persons  who  have  remained,  and  at  those  who  have 

ffone  out  of  office,  there  has  been  a  diminution  of  the  small  hope  I  badffiat 
iberal  and  constitutional  measures  would  proceed  from  this  Administration. 
Still  I  do  not  profess  any  positive  and  determinod  systematic  opposition  to 
the  present  Government.  I  am  ready  to  look  at  their  acts  as  I  did  at  those 
of  the  last  Government,  with  candour ;  and  if  their  conduct  be  such  as  f 
can  fairly  and  constitutionally  approve,  I  shall  be  the  last  man  to  offer  any 
factious  resistance  to  their  measures.  But  I  inust  say,  that  my  hopes  are 
greatly  diminished  by  the  secession  to  which-  I  allude;  and  if  anything 
could  diminish  them  farther,  it  would  be  the  language  used  night  after 
night,  more  strongly  by  particular  parties,  within  these  walls.” 

Neither  Sir  Francis  Burdett  nor  Mr  Brough ai|  vouchsafed  to 
rise  and  defend  the  Government  they  approve  and  admire,  from  these 
attacks.  We  fear,  after  all,  they  are  but  holiday  friends  of  the  Captain, 
and  his  Lieutenant,  the  great  Leader  of  the  Commons,  the  straight¬ 
forward  and,  in  one  word,  most  egregious  Peel,  excellent  in  >11 
virtues,  but  most  especially  distinguished  fo^lain-dealing  in  Election 
matters,  involving  the  undue  interests  of  Tory  Dukes;  we  fear,  we 
repeat,  Mr  Brougham  and  Sir  Francis  are  but  holiday  frieodi  of 
these  virtuous  Ministers ;  else,  why  do  they  not  come  Airward  to  vi^ 
dicate  them  in  the  hour  of  trial,  when  there  is  need— much  need— ^ 
favourable  testimonials,  when  not  a  creature  above  the  oteii  of  tM 
sycophant,  servile,  or  dependant  retainer,  raises  a  voice  In  then 
behalf. 


In  connexion  with  this  bad  indication,  the  same  man  it  seen  lending 
himself  to  the  worst  jobs  of  the  Administration  hostile  tc/the  Catho¬ 
lics.  Justly  and  wisely  therefore  do  they  exclaim,  ‘Away  with  him,  he 
is  not  for  us.’  This  regard  to  principle  is  one  of  the  most  cheering  signs 
we  have  seen  in  the  aspect  of  Catholic  affairs ;  and  it  holds  out  a 
lesson  of  an  excellent  tendency.  We  hope  the  time  will  soon  arrive, 
when  a  politician  will  cease  to  obtain  credit  for  liberality  qn  the  score 
of  the  solitary  merit  of  a  pro-Catholic  vote.  The  Timet  treats  the 
proceedings  against  Mr  Vesey  Fitzgerald  merely  as  a  matter  of 
obligation,  threatens  the  Catholics  with  the  loss  of  their  friends  if  they 
omit  rewanls,  and  talks  of  the  danger  of  teaching  their  fiwie^iriorf  that 
there  is  little  to  be  gained  by  kindness  towards  them.  “  Little  to  be 
gained!**  That  little  being  only  the  assertion  of  justice,  and  some¬ 
thing  done  towards  the  trani^uillization  of  a  troubled  people.  Let  the 
men  who  esteem  these  objects  as  Utiles  and  their  own  miserable 
personal  rewards  as  much,  fall  off  at  once  from  the  cause— it  needs 
not  such  sordid  aid.  If  benefactors  are  to  be  spoken  of— and  we  like 
not  the  word  —the  nature  of  the  benefaction  must  be  considered,  and  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  benefit  conferred  is  a  benefit  to  a  part 
of  a  nation  for  the  advantage  of  the  whole.  The  hand  which  draws  a 
thorn  from  the  foot  claims  no  merit  for  the  service.  We  are  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  one  body,  and  interested  in  the  healthy  state  of  every  part. 
Above  all,  it  concerns  us  that  justice,  the  life-blood  of  the  social 
system,  should  pervade  the  whole,  that  it  should  penetrate  and  possess 
every  portion  of  our  organization ;  and  when  men  are  promoting  tliis 
wholesome  end,  though  they  may  take  credit  fpr  wisdom,  they  have 
certainly  no  right  to  pretend  to  the  honours  of  charity,  or  to  demand 
the  rewards  of  extraordinary  and  disinterested  service.

“  To  the  Secretary  at  Llo^dCs*' 


is  the  very  essence  of  this  policy ;  and  we  are  more  thdn  half  satisfied, 
tfiat  the  ruling  division  of  our  present  Cabinet  would  secretly  rejoice 
at  the  triumph  of  the  Absolute  party,  provided  it  could  be  rendered 
compatibie  with  the  ancient  state  of  relations  as  regards  British  influ¬ 
ence,  in  opposition  to  that  of  the  House  of  Bourrom,  and  produce  no 
violent  ebaoge  of  commercial  relations.  That  is  to  say,  they  would 
be  pleated  at  an  anticonstitutional  check,  which  did  not  absolutely 
compromise  them  as  British  politicians.  What,  indeed,  may  not 
their  present  strict  observance  of  etiquette  produce  ?  In  the  first  place, 
the  possible  capture  and  desinKtion  oi  the  Patriots  repairing  to 
Oporto  from  this  country,  under  a  sort  of  implied  national  sanction, 
and  certainly  attended  by  the  good  wishes  of  nine-tenths  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Moreover,  it  will  convey  the  impres¬ 
sion  so  anxiously  propagated  by  the  partizans  of  Miguel,  that  he  is 
not  so  much  discountenanced  by  the  British  Government  as  is  pre¬ 
tended.  And  after  all,  is  he  so?  Mr  Peel  answers.  Yes;  and  as  the 
logicians  say,  we  believe  him  tecundtun  quid;  our  absolute  credence  we 
must  withhold  until  his  Qrace  of  Wellington’s  policy  be  more 
developed.  At  present,  we  shrewdly  suspect  that,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  it  will  very  decidedly  retrograde. 

Intelligence  from  the  east  of  Europe  states,  that  on  the  7th  inst. 
the  Russians,  according  to  their  previous  plan,  passed  the  Danube  at 
three  points,  the  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  Turks  being  very  feeble. 
Nothing  like  concession,  however,  seems  intended  by  the  latter,  and 
although  Russia  never  waged  war  under  mere  favourable  auspices, 
the  struggle  will  probably  be  bloody  and  arduous.  Indeed,  the 
determination  to  nght  to  the  utmost,  is  stated  to  be  the  ultimate 
decision  of  the  Divan;  and  the  Turkish  Commander-in-Cuif.f  had 
set  out  to  join  the  forces.  At  the  same  time  orders  were  given  for  the 
departure  of  all  remaining  Russian  subieots  from  Constantinople,  who 
received  passes  for  the  Black  Sea ;  and  the  Turkish  authorities  were 
directed  to  see  that  they  sailed  in  safety.  Mahmoud  evidently  affects 
European  etiquette  in  these  observances,  and  so  far  humanity  has 
gained  a  triumph.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  asserted,  that  the  Sultan 
Has  made  overtures  for  the  mediation  of  Great  Britain  and  France, 
which  have  been  rejected.  If  the  rumour  be  true,  we  presume  they 
werq  founded  on  some  very  haughty  and  inadmissible  basis;  but  did 
they  even  include  an  acceptance  of  tha  terms  of  the  Treaty  of  the*  6th 
qf  Jujy,  the  difficulties  to  an  accommodation  witb  Russia  would 
remain  nearly  as  great  as  ever.  Tlie  termination  of  this  quarrel, 
without  very  extensive  slaughter,  we  hold  at  present  to  be  in  the 
highest  degreq  improbable. 

The  French  Chamber  of  Deputies  has  triumphantly  defeated  an 
Ultra  atteftipt  to  give  the  Prefects  (who  are  of  Ministerial  appoint- 
xpent)  gn  undue  influence  in  the  initiative  business  of  the  French 
Elections.  So  h'appily  clear  of  the  Aristocratical  yoke,  we  again 
pronounce  an  opinion  that  France  is  soon  likely  to  become  the  most 
healthy,  free,  and  unshackled  of  the  Constitutional  Monarchies  of 
Europe.  Cast  an  eye  upon  the  peace  and  integrity  of  her  existing 
sway,  and  look  at  Ireland.  The  cheeks  ot  Englishmen  ought  to  wax 
crimson.  Such  a  spectacle^  looking  to  the.  causes  of  it,  is  happily 
unique  upon  the  globe. 


We  rejoice  at  the  spirited  proceedings  of  the  Catholics  of  Ireland 
to  prevent  Mr  Vesey  Fitzgerald’s  return  to  Parliament  for  the 
toumy  of  Clare.

We  hope  that  he  will  follow  it  up ;  and  we  should 
be  pleased  if  other  Members  would  second  his  endeavours,  which  go  to  the 
exte^  Qf»  rome  day  or  other,  doing  away  with  altogether  arrest  for  debt  of 
the  body,  and  substituting  arrest  of  the  goods^  of  the  debtor.  Arrest  for 
debt  of  the  person  is  part  and  parcel  of  Antichrist;  and  in  this  country, 
which  professes  the  pure  spirit  oi  Christianity,  the  law  of  arrest  of  the 
person  ought  not  to  exist.  Why,  because  we  have  been  so  foolish  as  to 
trust  a  man  with  money  or  goods,  not  to  beneht  him,  but  to  benefit  ourselves 
in  a  pecuniary  respect,  should  we  be  allowed  by  law  to  take  a  man’s  body, 
snd  shut  him  up  in  places  like  the  Whitecross  street  Prison,  the  Fleet,  or 
the  King’s  Bench  ?

How  many  Englishwomen  are 
oonfiotd  in  those  prisons,  at  the  suit  perhaps  of  some  linen-draper,  shoe¬ 
maker,  jeweller,  or  pastry  cook,  for  perhaps  a  debt  of  50f.  or  100/.,  with 
which  sum  or  sums  Englishwomen  ought  not  to  have  been  intrusted  at  all. 
We  hear  enough  said  respecting  fraudulent  debtors,  but  nothing  respect¬ 
ing  fraudulent  creditors;  and  yet  there  is  scarcely  a  shopkeeper,  when  he 
trusts  his  goods  out  of  his  possession,  but  puts  on  a  proportionate  profit  to 
meet  a  proportionate  risk  ;  and  not  one  would  trust  a  man’s  wife  or  daugh¬ 
ter,  except  that  he  knew  that  he  could,  whenever  he  pleased,  bring  to  book 
the  husband  or  the  father,  by  means  of  the  law  of  arrest. — Herald,

LaW'MAKIno  Mania.— An  Honourable  Member  of  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  has  announced  bis  intention  of  introducing  a  Bill  to  regulate  pmiing 
through  the  kingdom,  for  the  purpose,  as  is  alleged,  of  obviating  the 
difficulties  and  vexations  now  experienced  by  travellers,  and  also  for  the 
protection  of  innkeepers.  Where,  we  must  ask,  will  this  itch  for  legis¬ 
lature  end,  or  lead  us  to?  We  thought  that  the  businesa  of  posting  was 
pretty  well  regulated  by  meant  of  common  competition,  and  that,  provided 
a  man  has  the  wherewithal,  there  was  nothing  he  could  do  with  more 
facility,  and  with  less  difficulty  or  vexa'ion,  than  travel  post  from 
John  o’Grott’s  house  to  the  Land’s  End.  We  are  curious  to  tee  what  the 
object  of  such  a  Bill  can  be.  To  ua  it  appears,  that  the  eflfect  of  our 
Hackney  Coach  Lawa  is  aufficieiit  to  deter  one  from  any  farther  legislat¬ 
ing  in  horse-flesh,  or  in  public  conveyances.  To  be  sure,  it  would  be 
better  sometimes  if  the  cuaise  itself  were  a  cleaner  and  less  crazy  vehicle, 
the  post-boy  of  lighter  weight,  and  of  neater  costume.  But  why  such 
things  should  be  regulated  by  Parliament,  we  know  not,  unless  it  is 
intended,  in  the  next  place,  to  regulate  the  dimensions  of  a  beef-steak,  or 
the  number  of  stitches  which  g  tailor  ahall  bestow  upon  a  button-hole.— 
Morning  Herald.

— TIte  Founders  of  the  London  Univer¬ 
sity  have  done  ibor'e  gotsd  than  they  contemplated  :  they  have  forced  the 
Illiberals,  in  seif  defence  as  it  were,  to  create  a  second  University  in  the 
metropttiis,  which  they  hope  will  be  a  kind  of  crutch  for  poor  old 
Mother  Church,  The  meeting  to  begin  this  afifair  was  held  at  the  Free- 
/nasons*  Tavern  on  the  21st,  and  was  attended  by  a  list  of  Archbishops  and 
Bishops,  and  a  good  many  of  the  Nobility.  The  Duke  of  Wellington 
took  the  chair,  and  made  a  short  speech  iifton  the  propriety  of  uniting 
religious  with  general  education.  Some  Bishops  followed,  but  nothing 
remarkable  was  said  except  by  the  Prelate  of  Chester,  who  took  pains  to 
assure  the  Company  that  Dissenters  Would  not  be  excluded  from  the  new 
College.  “  It  will  not  be  necessary,”  he  said,  *•  that  the  young  people 
who  enter  the  College  should  be  of  the  Church  of  England,  but  they  will 
have  to  submit  it)  such  rules  and  diici|)line  as  a  college  in  close  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Church  of  England  will  impose.**  A^ut  12,000/.  were 
given  in  various  sums,  besides  the  shares  subscribed  for.  It  is  curious  to 
vW)tice  how  carefully  the  Clericals  have  copied  the  details  of  the  London 
University  plan.  The  capital  of  the  Institution,  estimated  at  from 
100,000/.  to  150,000/.  it  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  100/.  each,  payable 
by  Instalments,  transferable,  and  entitling  the  owner  to  certain  preferences 
in  regard  to  the  introduction  of  pupils,  and  to  an  annual  dividend  not 
exceeding  4  per  cent.  The  College  to  be,  like  its  precursor,  a  day  school ; 
and  the  system  of  instruction  to  be  **  liberal  and  enlarged,’*  comprising

thus  providing  for  the  two  great  objects  of  communicating  general  know* 
ledge,  and  of  affording  specific  preparation  for  particular  professions.** 
What  a  glorious  though  reluctant  tribute  to  the  spirit  of  improvement, 
and  to  the  excellence  of  the  educational  scheme  thus  minutely  imitated  ! 
The  Institution  is  to  be  christened  by  the  bungling  name  of  **  King*n 
College^  London**  the  low  grovelling  motive  of  which  is  transparent 
enough.  The  best  of  the  whole  affair  however  is,  that  the  Smutty 
Ornette  and  other  hangers-on  of  Church  and  Stale,  who  fell  foul  of  the 
London  University,  among  other  reasons,  because  (they  said)  the  metro¬ 
polis  was  a  most  unfit  place  for  a  College,  and  a  day  school  in  it  a  most 
dangerous  and  unprincipled  contrivance,  cannot  find  epithets  laudatory 
enough  for  this  second  Metropolitan  School !

Tlie  duel  was  fought  on  the  sands  immediately  after  the 
arrival  m  the  seconds.  Both  parties  fired  together  at  the  distance  of  ten 
paces;  and  neither  happening  to  be  wounded,  the  seconds  interfered. 
*rhe  parties  rsturued  oa  Friday  morning  to  Dover,  where  Mrs  Bligh, 
U  great  anxiety,  was  waitiag  the  arrivalof  Mr  Wellesley. 

-  llABBifoisBLLB  SoNTAO.— The  committee  of  the  approaching  festival 
oSsrad  Mademoiselle  8ontsg  1 ,000/.,  with  100/.  to  Mr  Pixis  (who  accom¬ 
panies  her  on  the  pianoforte)  for  performing  at  the  festival,  and  also  at 
ene  or  two  other  ronoerts,  for  the  benefit  of  the  festival  fund.  To  this 
offer,  we  believe.  Mademoiselle  Sontag  answered,  that  at  the  time  of  the 
Maaehealer  faatival,  she  should  be  under  an  engagement  in  Pariv,  from 
whetioe  she  should  have  to  travel,  and  to  engage  also  some  competent 
person  to  eupply  her  piece  et  the  French  capital.  Under  these  circum- 
smnees  she  staled,  that  it  would  not  suit  her  to  aooept  a  single  engage- 
nwnt,  on  the  lerms  offered  by  the  Manchester  committee ;  but  as  the 
Manchester  and  York  festivals  will  be  nearly  at  tit's  same  time,  she 
offered  to  eing  at  both  for  the  sum  of  2,300/.,  and  200/.  for  Mr  Pixis.  As, 
however,  the  engegemeoii  for  the  York  festival  have  been  concluded,  it 
b  not,  we  believe,  probable,  that  any  arrengemeni  can  now  he  mode  to 
ateure  the  services  of  this  aosmplished  singer  at  our  festival.— With 
fegard  to  the  etateaimt  of  Alalbino  Paeta’s  refusal  to  form  any  engage¬ 


ment  from  which  her  friend  Mademoieelle  Sontag  would  be  exdoded^ 
we  believe  there  is  no  foundation  whatever  for  it.

The  case  of  George  Howarth,  the  Frome  burglar,  was  on  Tnesdsy  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Twelve  Judges.  Tbe  point  reserved  at  the  trial  was,  whe¬ 
ther  Howarth,  having  retreated  unobservecKfroro  the  out-house  where  he 
was  first  discovered,  the  intent  to  commit  a  felony  having  then  ceased,  ss 
it  was  alleged,  was  lie  not  jnstified  in  resisting  the  attempt  of  Mr  Oxley 
to  arrest  him,  Mr  Oxley  not  being  armed  with  a  warrant  for  the  purpose/ 
After  a  long  argument,  the  Judges  unanimously  decided  that  the  prisoner 
was  still  ill  the  contemplation  of  the  felony  when  the  arrest  took  place, 
and  consequently  that  his  resistance  came  within  the  scope  of  Lord  Ellen- 
borough’a  Act.  The  law  will  now  take  its  course.

COURT  OF  KING’S  BENCH. 

Mondaft  June  23,  ' 

THE  KINO  V,  SUTTON  AND  OTHERS. 

These  defendants  were  brought  up  to  receive  judgment  for  a  conspiracy  to 
sell  a  cadetship. 

The  defendant  Anstice  said,  he  had  nothing  to  urge  to  the  Court  on  his 
own  behalf;  but  the  wife  of  the  defendant  Gibbon  was  in  a  dying  state, 
and  that  if  the  Court  was  to  send  him  to  prison,  he  most  probably  would 
never  a^n  see  her,  . 

Mr  SergeanuBosANQUKT,  on  bearing  this,  said  he  would  consent  to 
Gibbon’s  entering  into  his  own  recognizance  of  100/.  to  appear  on  the  first 
day  of  Michaelmas  term  to  receive  judgment  The  other  defendants  made 
no  observations. 

Mr  Justice  Bailbt  pronounced  the  sentence  of  the  Court,  which  was, 
that  Samuel  Sutton  be  imprisoned  in  the  custody  of  the  Marshal  of  the  Mar- 
shalsea,  for  the  space  of  three  months ;  Charles  William  Andrews,  and 
James  Baton  Anstice,  for  the  term  of  two  months ;  John  Edward  Despard, 
aod  Thomas  Wright,  for  the  space  of  six  weeks. 

THE  KINO  V.  B.  BEAUMONT. 

The  defendant  was  brought  up  to  receive  judgment,  having  been  found 
guilty  of  pnblishing  a  libel  on  Lord  Wallace.  The  libel  was  a  letter  sent 
to  Lord  Wallace,  complaining  of  a  report  made  by  a  committee  of  tlie  House 
of  Commons,  at  which  the  Noble  Lord  presided  as  chairman.  The  jury 
coupled  their  verdict  with  a  declaration  that  the  defeodant  wrote  the  letter 
under  a  strong  feeling  of  irritation,  occasioned  by  the  report  An  affidavit 
wuput  in  by  the  defendant,  denying  any  knowledge  of  the  fraud  imputed 
by  the  commissioners. 

Mr  Justice  Batlby,  in  passing  judgment,  decisred  there  was  no  founda* 
tion  for  the  insuRing  langpiage  which  the  defeodant  had  applied  to  Lord 
Wallace,  and  sentenced  Mr  Beaumont  to  pay  to  the  King  a  hue  of  500/.

BEX  V.  MOORE  AND  ANOTHER. 

We  last  week  stated  that  a  writ  of  Habeas  Carpus  had  been  obtained 
to  bring  into  Court  a  lady,  who  had  been  married  to  a  person  of  the  name 
of  Buxton. 

Mr  Follxtt  now  said  he  would  take  a  rule  nisi  to  quash  the  writ.  The 
Court  would  recollect,  that  there  was  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
marriage.  *> 

Sir  Jambs  Scarlett  said,  any  doubt  that  might  have  existed,  was 
removed  by  the  last  Marriage  Act.  If  no  banns  had  been  published,  the 
inarris|e  would  have  been  void  :  but  the  last  clause  in  the  Act  provided 
that  after  the  solemnization  of  any  marriage  under  the  publication  of 
banns,  it  should  not  be  necessary  to  give  proof  of  the  parties  dvielling  in  tlte 
parish  were  the  banns  were  published.  The  lady  therefore  ought  not  to 
remain  in  her  uncle's  custody  ;  unless  she  were  brought  up  under  the  writ, 
site  would  be  likely  to  remain  a  prisoner  during  the  whole  of  the  long 
vacation. 

Tlie  Court  ordered  that  there  should  be  a  rule  to  show  cause,  before  one 
of  the  Judges  at  Chambers  tomorrow  fortnight,  why  the  writ  of  Habeas 
Corpus  should  not  be  quashed,  Mr  Moore  undertaking  to  produce  the 
lady  before  the  Learned  Judge*

ACCIDENTS,  OFFENXES,  &c. 

A  physician  at  Poissy  I’Abbaye,  in  France,  60  years  of  age,  and  enjoy¬ 
ing  a  iiigli  reputation,  has  been  committed  to  prison  upon  a  charge  of 
having  poisoned  a  person  named  Bouillon,  with  whom  he'  was  at  law. 
The  accused  and  the  deceased  were  in  a  coffee  house  together,  when 
Langlois,  whilst  Bouillon’s  back  was  turned,  threw  a  quantity  of  corrosive 
sublimate  into  his  cup.  Langlois  was  detected  in  an  endeavour  to  con¬ 
ceal  a  portion  of  the  poison  which  remained  upon  liis  person. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  town  was  visited  by  a  violent  thunder 
storm,  accompanied  with  torrents  of  rain,  which  lasted  nearly  an  hour 
and  a  half.  A  gentleman,  passing  through  Brombro*  Hall,  Cheshire, 
accompanied  by  his  daughter,  was  on  the  point  of  taking  shelter  from  the 
rain  under  a  fine  old  elm  tree,  when  his  daughter  succeeded  in  dlssuadiiiir. 
him  from  it,  and, in  n  few  moments  afterwards,  they  saw  apparently  a  ball 
of  fire,  which,  striking  one  of  the  branches,  three  feet  in  circuinlercuce, 
cut  it  away  as  smoothly  as  if  with  a  saw,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  tree 
entirely  untouched.  The  part  of  the  bough,  where  the  seporation  was 
effected,  retained  a  very  strong  sulphureous  smell. — Liverpool  Chronicle, 

Several  persons  were  killed  last  week  by  the  lightning  which  accom<i 
panted  the  tremendous  storfos  that  occurred  all  over  the  country. 

On  the  2l8t  instant,  an  inqu^t  was  held  at  the  Sutton  Arms,  Carthusian 
street.  Charterhouse  square,  on  the  body  of  Master  M.  Holloway,  aged 
16  years,  a  pupil  of  the  Charter  House.  The  deceased  was  subject  to 
fits,  and  he  fell  into  a  bath  and  was  drowned.— Verdict,  **  Accidental 
Death." 

Tuesday  evening  an  inquisition  was  taken  'at  the  workhouse  of  St 
James's,  Poland  street,  on  view  of  the  body  of  William  Duncombe,  son 
of  a  respectable  solicitor,  a  fine  young  man,  aged  only  19.  It  appeared 
that  the  deceased,  who  had  for  a  length  of  time  led  a  most  abandoned 
life,  piirchaHed,  on  Sunday  evening,  at  the  shop  of  Mr  I.Ane,  ohemist,  in 
Drury  lane,  two  pennyworth  of  arsenic,  which  he  aaid  was  for  kilting 
rats  ;  he  infused  ihe  poison  into  some  coffee,  ond  swallowed  it ;  he  then 
walked  about  the  street  till  it  took  effect.  He  was  found  in  Coventry 
street,  on  Monday  morning,  at  one  o'clock,  vomiting  and  in  great  agony. 
He  was  conveyed  to  St  James's  watchhouse,  where  the  stomach  puuip 
was  used,  and  antidotes  administered  ;  he  grew  worse,  and  was  taken  in 
s  hackney  coach  to  Uie  workhouse,  where  he  efcpired.  Verdict— Tempo- 
sary  Derangement. 

Yesterday  week  an  elderly  gentleman  named  Dnpin,  residing  at 
No.  SO  South  Bank,  Regent's  Park,  went  to  Chalk  Farm,  and  ordered 
mutton  chops  for  luncheon.  The  waiter,  while  the  luncheon  was  getting 
ready,  having  his  attention  called  by  the  mistresa  of  the  Tavern  to  the  ' 
odd  appeorance  of  the  gentleman,  went  to  the  window  of  the  room  he  sat 
in,  and  looking  through  it, saw  him  sitting  at  the  table,  with  the  decanter, 
a  phial,  and  aome  white  pa|>er  before  him.  The  waiter  called  to  him  to 
open  the  door  instantly  or  he  would  force  it  open ;  whereupon  he  arose 
from  his  seat,  unlocked  it,  and  exclaimed.  **  I  am  dying;  1  have  taken 
arsenic  for  soda  powders."  A  surgeon  was  procured  who  administered 
antidotes;  but  the  auflerer  died  soon  after  be  was  taken  home  to  South 
Bank,  in  the  midst  of  his  family. 

Saunders,  the  man  who  was  some  time  ago  apprehended  in  London  on 
inspicion  of  being  concerned  in  the  Greenock  Bank  robbery,  and  was 
discliarged  for  want  of  proof,  is  now  in  custody  again.  He  was  one  day 
last  week  coming  to  town  from  Paddington  on  a  stage-coach,  when  he 
espied  two  of  his  friends  of  the  police:  he  ordered  coachee  to  pull  up, 
saying  that  he  wished,  in  return  for  former  civilities,  to  treat  the  officers 
to  a  bottle  of  wine.  He  invited  then,  to  an  inn,  and  they  were  in  the 
midst  of  their  jollification,  when  one  of  them  disclosed  that  he  had 
received  fresh  instructions  to  take  their  entertainer  into  onstody,  Saun¬ 
ders  was,  the  same  eveoing,  seot  off  to  Greenock.  He  is  a  married  man, 
and  his  wife  is  the  daughter  of  a  respectable  tradesman  in  London,  of 
considerable  fortune. 

On  Sunday  morning,  Madame  B«ionaparte  Wyse,  who  is  at  present 
residing  at  an  hotel  at  the  West  end  of  the  town,  ordered  her  carriage, 
and  proceeded  to  the  Horticultural  Society's  Gardens.  There  she  met 
Prince  Puckler  Muskau,  and  appeared  to  enjoy  everything  with  great 
zest.  At  seven  o'clock  she  proceeded  to  London.  On  alighting  from 
her  carriage  she  dismissed  the  ooacbmaa  for  the  night.  About  nine 
o'clock,  however,  the  servants  were  setprised  at  a  backney-ooaoh  being 
ordered,  into  which  the  lady  got,  ordering  the  coachman  to  drive  to  Ihe 
Green  Park.  At  the  gate,  t&  coachman  was  paid  his  fare ;  and  tlie 
lady  entered  into  the  Park,  and  forthwith  flung  herself  into  the  river. 
A  gentleman  who  was  passing  heard  the  splash,  and  seeing  a  cloak  ou 
the  bank,  plunged  in,  and  rescued  the  lady,  in  all  probability,  from  a 
watery  grave.  She  aoon  became  seneible  ;  and  was  conveyed  in  safely 
home.  The  husband  of  Madame  Buonaparte  Wyse  is  at  present  at  liis 
mansion  in  Ireland.  It  is  a  matter  of  notoriety,  that  tbeir  happiutss  has 
not  been  uniform  or  uninterrupted. 

A  few  days  since,  four  girls  were  sent  to  fetch  water  from  •  wall  in  ilia 
pariah  of  Elmsted,  near  this  city  (Caalerbury)  t  after  lowering  tb#  b«icket 
into  the  well,  which  is  S  feet  6  inoKes  in  diameter,  and  289  feet  in  depth, 
they  drew  it  up  just  above  the  water,  and  then  proceeded  to  get  it  up  by 
swinging  a  wheel  to  and  fro,  by  means  of  which  tlia  water  is  drawn  up;

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At  the  last  Aaaizes  at  Moot,  an  Abbe,  named  Froment,  only  28  year*  of 
age,  and  described  at  posteMing  considerable  talent,  was  sentenced  to 
bard  labour  for  life  for  an  attempt  to  violate  a  female  on ly^  IS  y***^  of 
age,  who  was  hit  pupil.  The  prisoner  was  much  distinguished  in  his 
parish  by  the  eaternal  sanctity  of  his  manners.^ 

Tuesday  morning  the  Wheatsheaf  Brewery,  in  Darley  street,  Roseniary 
lane,  was  wholly  cfestroyed  byfire,oWin^  to  the  bursting  of  a  boiler. 
The  accident  happened  about  half-past  eight  o'clock,  and  the  Brewery 
burnt  with  the  utmost  rapidity,  until  nothing  but  the  walls  remained 
landing.  The  supply  of  water  was  short,  owing  to^  the  turncock  not 
being  in  the  way.  The  firemen  then  played  on  the  building  with  small 
beer,  but  the  flames  could  not  be  got  under  until  all  the  wood-work  had 
been  destroyed.  No  lives  were  lost;  but  two  horses  were  niuch  injured, 
and  one  of  the  men  employed  in  the  premises.  The  proprietors  of  the 
brewery  are  understood  not  to  be  insured  to  the  full  amount. 

One  of  the  greatest  fires  ever  known  in  New  York  took  place  on  the 
26th  May.  It  commenced  about  six  in  the  evening,  in  a  stable  in  Bayard 
street,  and  spread  up  the  Bowery  to  the  theatre,  which  was  entirely 
destroyed.  The  audience  bad  begun  to  assemble  when  the  alarm  was 
given.  That  part  of  the  street  which  was  burnt,  included  a  brick  tavern, 
and  a  number  of  wooden  houses,  occupied  as  confectioners'  shops  and 
taverns.  Several  fine  horses  were  destroyed.  Property  to  Ihe  amount 
of  150,000  dollars  Is  supposed  to  be  lost.

2.  That  this  Meeting  epaaiders  it  necessary  to  use  its  utmost  endearour  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  welfare  of  the  said  Printers'  Pension  Sociaty  br  every  means  within 
its  power ;  and  thereby  testify  its  grateful  approbation  of  those  prailaeworthp  and 
beueroIenC  indiridoals  whose  rharitable  feeiings  led  to  the  adtmtiain  and  ultimate 
snocess  ef  an  undertaking  which  prorides  for  the  aged  or  infirm  Printer,  and 
gltesj  protection  to  hit  Widow  in  the  decline  of  life. 

S.  Teat  it  is  with  regret  this  Meeting  confirms  the  serersl  statements  made  in 
contradiction  to  the  Thnes  Newspaper ;  end  asserts,  that  there  are  not  above  one 
hundred  men  out  of  two  tboosand  who  earn  SJ.
